If Mount Everest, 
the highest point on land at 29,035 ft, was 
dropped into the trench, its peak wouldn't 
even reach the surface of the Pacific.

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Photographs taken from space by astronauts 
in the 1960s, and more recently from 
orbiting satellites, have proven 
beyond doubt what humans had 
worked out long ago — that the 
Earth is shaped like a ball. 
But it is not perfectly round. 
The force of the Earth's 
rotation makes the world 
bulge very slightly at the 
Equator and go a little flat 
at the North and South 
Poles. So the Earth is 
actually a flattened 

sphere, or a “geoid.”

Over 97% of the Earth’s 
water is salt water. The 
total amount of salt in 
the world’s oceans and 
seas would cover all of 
Europe to a depth of 
three miles. Less 
than 3% of the Earth's 
water is fresh. 
Of this, 2.24% is 
frozen in ice sheets 
and about 0.6% is 
stored underground 
as groundwater.

Because the Earth is round, we can only see half of it at any 
one time. This half is called a hemisphere, which means “half a 
sphere.” There are always two hemispheres — the half that you 
see and the other half that you don’t see. Two hemispheres 
placed together will always make a complete sphere.

NORTH AND SOUTH 


The Equator is an imaginary line drawn 
around the middle of the Earth, where its 
circumference is greatest. If we cut along 
the Equator, the Earth separates into two 
hemispheres: the Northern and Southern 
Hemispheres. Most of the Earth’s land 
is the Northern Hemisphere. Europe 
and North America are the only 
continents that lie entirely in the 
northern hemisphere. Australia and 
Antarctica are the only continents that lie 
entirely in the southern hemisphere.

EAST AND WEST 


The Earth can also be divided along 
two other imaginary lines — the 

Prime Meridian (0°) and 180° — which 
run opposite each other between the 
North and South Poles. This creates 
eastern and western hemispheres. The 
continents in the eastern hemisphere 
are traditionally called the Old World, 
while those in the western hemisphere — the 
Americas — were named the New World by the

On June 21, the strongest and most direct light 
from the Sun is in the Northern Hemisphere.

AMAZING EARTH 


The Earth can also be divided into land and water 
hemispheres. The land hemisphere shows most of the 
land on the Earth’s surface. The water hemisphere is 
dominated by the vast Pacific Ocean — from this view, the 
Earth appears to be almost entirely covered by water. 


LAND HEMISPHERE 


Although this view of the globe is 
dominated by the continents of Asia, 
Africa and Europe, a large area 

is taken up by the waters of the 
Pacific, Atlantic and Indian Oceans. 


WATER HEMISPHERE 


The Pacific Ocean is so enormous it 
stretches across a whole hemisphere, 
reaching halfway around the globe at 
its widest point. It is bigger than all the 
land put together and contains almost half 
of all the water on the planet.

As the Earth orbits the Sun, it is also spinning around an imaginary 
line called its axis, which joins the North and South Poles. The 
Earth's axis is not quite at right angles to the Sun, but tilts over at 
an angle of 23.5°.As a result, each place gradually moves closer 
to the Sun and then farther away from it again. Summer in the 
Northern Hemisphere is when the north is closest to the Sun. In 
winter, the Northern Hemisphere tilts away from the Sun, receiving 
far less heat and light. In the Southern Hemisphere the seasons 
are reversed, with summer in December and winter in June.

MAPPING THE WORLD 


The main purpose of a map is to show, or locate, 
where things are. The only truly accurate map 

of the whole world is a globe — a round model 

of the Earth. But a globe is impractical to carry 
around, so mapmakers (cartographers) produce flat paper maps 
instead. Changing the globe into a flat map is not simple. Imagine 
cutting a globe in half and trying to flatten the two hemispheres.

Cartographers use a technique called projection to show 


the Earth's curved surface on a flat map. Many different map 
projections have been designed. The distortion of one feature 
— either area, distance, or direction — can be minimized, while 


other features become more distorted. Cartographers must 


choose which of these things it is most important to show correctly 


for each map that they make. Three major families 
of projections can be used to solve these questions. 


P| AZIMUTHAL PROJECTIONS 


Azimuthal projections put the 
surface of the globe onto a 
flat circle. “Azimuthal” means 
that the direction or “azimuth” 
of any line coming from the 
center point of that circle is 
correct. Azimuthal maps 

are useful for viewing 
hemispheres, continents, and 
the polar regions. Mapping any 
area larger than a hemisphere 
gives great distortion at the 
outer edges of the map. 


The projections that 
are appropriate for 
showing maps at a 
world, continental, 
or country scale are 
quite different. The 
projections for this 
atlas have been 
carefully chosen. 
They are ones that 
show areas as familiar 
shapes that are 
distorted as little 

as possible. 


To make a globe, the Earth is divided into 
segments or ‘gores’ along lines of longitude.

The circle only touches the globe's surface at 
one central point. The scale is only accurate at 
this point and becomes less and less accurate 
the farther away the circle is from the globe. This 
kind of projection is good for maps centering on 
a major city or on one of the poles. 


i CYLINDRICAL PROJECTIONS 


These projections are “cylindrical” 
because the surface of the globe 
is transferred onto a surrounding 
cylinder. This cylinder is then 

cut from top to bottom and 
“rolled out” to give a flat map. 
These maps are very useful for 
showing the whole world. 


The cylinder touches the globe 
at the Equator. Here, the scale 
on the map will be exactly the 
same as it is on the globe. 

At the northern and southern 
edges of the cylinder, which 
are farthest away from the 
surface of the globe, the 

map is most distorted. The 
Mercator projection (above), 
created in the 16th century, 

is a good example of a 
cylindrical projection. 


[3 | CONIC PROJECTIONS 


The conic projection touches the 
globe's surface at one latitude. 
This is where the scale of the 
map will be most accurate. 

The parts of the cone farthest 
from the globe will be the 

most distorted and are usually 
omitted from the map itself.

HOW MAPS ARE MADE 


New technologies have revolutionized mapmaking. 
Computers and information from satellites have 
replaced drawing boards and drafting pens, and 
the process of creating new maps is now far 

easier. But mapmaking is still a skilled and often 
time-consuming process. Information about the 
world must be gathered, sorted, and checked. The cartographer 
must make decisions about the function of the map and what 
information to select in order to make it as clear as possible. 


The surface of the Earth is divided up into 
squares. Satellites take measurements of the 
height of the land in each square. The data 


Using the grid produced from the height data, 
a detailed 3-D model of the Earth can be 
built in the memory of a powerful computer. 


THE Mappa MuNDI 


For centuries, maps were 
drawn by hand. Very early 
maps were no more than 

a pictorial representation 

of what the surface of the 
ground looked like. Where 

* there were hills, pictures 

/ were drawn to represent 
them. Later maps were drawn 
using information gathered 
by survey teams. They would 
carefully mark out and 
calculate the height of the 
land, the positions of towns, 
and other geographical 
features. As knowledge and 
techniques improved, maps 
became more accurate. 


Computers make it easier to change map 
information and styles quickly. This map of 
he southern coast of Spain, made in 1997 
has been made using digital terrain modeling 
see below) and traditional cartography.

Today, cartographers have 
access to far more data 

about the Earth than in the 
past. Satellites collect and 
process information about 

Further elements 
may then be added in the 
traditional way. Computers 
are now widely used to 
combine these different sorts 
of map information. More 
recently, the use of Global 
Positioning Systems (GPS) 
linked to satellites, and the 
increased availability of 
Internet based mapping, has 
revolutionised the way that 
maps are created and used. 


MODERN MAP MAKING

collected can then be manipulated on a 
computer to produce a digital terrain 
model (DTM). 


Software can then recreate the effects of 
the sun shining onto mountains and into 
valleys so that they can be seen 
much more clearly. 


The height of the land can be shown 
using bands of color, or by contour lines, 
which are applied to the digitally created 
surface of the Earth. Color can also 
be used to show different kinds 
of vegetation, such as deserts, 
forests, and grasslands. 


Features such as roads, rivers, towns, and cities 
can now be added to the map. They are selected, 
and compiled and scanned digitally into the 


computer. The information can then be 
“draped” on top of the terrain model 
to create a map.

READING MAPS 


Maps use a unique visual 
language to convey a great 
deal of detailed information 
in a relatively simple form. 
Different features are marked out using 
special symbols and styles of print. These 
symbols are explained in the key to the map 
and you should always read a map alongside 
its key or legend.

The Earth’s surface is made from solid rock or water. 
The land is constantly reshaped by external forces. 
Water flowing as rivers or in the oceans erodes and 
deposits material to create valleys and lakes and 

to shape coastlines. When water is built up and 
compressed into solid sheets of ice, it can erode 
more deeply, creating deeper, wider valleys. Wind 
also has a powerful effect: stripping away vegetation 
and transporting rock particles vast distances.

The 20th century saw a huge increase in the number of people living in urban 
areas. This has led to more large cities and the development of some “super 
cities” such as Mexico City and Tokyo, each with more than 20 million people. In 
1900, only about 10% of the population lived in cities. Now it is closer to 50% and 
soon the figure may be nearer two in three people. Some continents are far more 
“urbanized” than others: in South America nearly 80% of people live in cities, 


whereas in Africa the figure is only about 30%.

The rate of population growth varies dramatically between 
the continents. Europe has a large population but it is 
increasing slowly. Africa is still sparsely populated, but in 
some countries such as Kenya, the population is growing 
very rapidly, increasing pressure on the land. China and 
India have the world’s largest populations. Both countries 
now have laws designed to curb the birthrate.

Throughout the world, the way in which people make a living varies 
greatly. The countries of Western Europe and North America, along 
with Japan and Australia, are the most economically developed in the 
world, with a long- established and very diverse range of industries. 
They sell their products and services internationally. Less economically 
developed countries in Central Asia and much of Africa have a much 
smaller number of industries - some may rely on a single product — and 


many goods are produced only for the local market.

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Industries are usually defined in one of 
three ways. Primary industries such as 
farming or mining involve the production 

of raw materials such as food or minerals. 
Secondary industries make or manufacture 
finished products out of raw materials: 
clothing and car manufacture are examples 
of secondary industries. People who work 

in tertiary industries provide different kinds 
of services. Banking, insurance, and tourism 
are all examples of tertiary industries. Some 
economically advanced nations such as 
Germany and the US now have quaternary 
industries, such as biotechnology which are 
knowledge-creation industries, devoted to the 
research and development of new products.

The wealth of a country can be 
measured in several ways: for example,

Tourism is now the world’s largest industry. More than 700 
million people travel both abroad and in their own countries 
as tourists each year. People in more developed countries 
have more money and leisure time to travel. Tourism can 
bring large amounts of cash into the local economy, but local 
people do not always benefit. They may have to take low-paid 
jobs and experience great intrusions into their lives. Tourist 
development and pollution may damage the environment 

— sometimes destroying the very attractions that led to the 
development of tourism in the first place.

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BORDERS AND BOUNDARIES 


There are more countries in the world today than ever before — over 190 — whereas 
in 1950, there were only 82. Since then, many former European colonies and 
Soviet states have become independent. The establishment of borders for each 

of these countries has often been the subject of disagreement. 


Military borders 

At the end of wars, new 
borders are often drawn 
up between the countries 
— frequently along cease- 
fire lines. They may remain 
here for many years. At 

he end of the Korean War 
in 1953, North and South 
orea were divided close to 
he 38° line of latitude.

CONTINENTAL NORTH AMERICA 


North America is the world’s third largest 
continent, stretching from icy Greenland to 
the tropical Caribbean. The first people came 
from Asia more than 20,000 years ago. Their 

descendants spread across the continent, 

ate fish, meat, and wild and cultivated 

plants, and developed a wide variety of 


immigrants from Europe, Africa, and Asia began to arrive in North 
America, bringing their own languages and 
cultures to the “New World.” 
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In the west the land rises from the Pacific Ocean to the coastal 
ranges and the Rocky Mountains. Farther east, the continent 
flattens into the Great Plains and the Great Lakes — gouged 
out by glaciers at the end of the last Ice Age. The Appalachian 
Mountains are older than the Rockies, and are very worn down. 


PHYSICAL NORTH AMERICA 


The high peaks of the Rocky Mountains of 
Canada and the US tower above the lower 
ranges of the western coasts. These ranges 
stretch from the icy north of Alaska, south 
to Mexico and Central America. The heart 
of the continent is flatter, and much of 
it is drained by the mighty Mississippi- 
Missouri river system.

Canada and the US are among the world’s wealthiest countries. 

They have rich natural resources, good farmland, and thriving, varied 
industries. The range of different industries in Mexico is growing, but 
other Central American countries and the Caribbean islands rely on 
one or two important cash crops and tourism for most of their incomes.

CLIMATE

parts of the US, Central America, and the 
Caribbean have a hot, humid tropical 
climate. The Caribbean and the eastern 
and central states of the US often 


experience hurricane-force 
winds, waterspouts, 
and tornadoes.

For hundreds of years sailors have searched in vain for 

a route from Europe to Asia via the Northwest Passage, 
through the north of this region. In recent summers the sea 
ice has retreated further north, and in 2007 the route was 
completely navigable. 

Many of the extensive forests in 
British Columbia are used for 
commercial lumbering.

The dynamic 200-year boom of the northeastern states has 
been the result of a combination of factors. Between 1855 and 
1924, over 20 million people poured into the region from all 
over the world, hoping to build a new life. Natural resources, 
including coal and iron, fueled new industries and fertile 
farmland provided food for the region’s growing population. 
The “gateway” cities of the Atlantic seaboard, New York and 


Boston, enabled manufacturers to export their goods worldwide. 


INDUSTRY 


Boston, New York, and Philadelphia are international 
centers of industry and commerce. Electronics and 
communications are growing throughout 
the Northeast alongside traditional 
industries such as fishing 

and wood products. 
Tourism is vital for the 
northeastern states,

THE LANDSCAPE———

Good transportation links, excellent farmland, and 
a wealth of natural resources drew settlers from 
Europe and the south and east of the US to the 
Great Lakes states during the late 19th century.

In recent years, the decline in traditional heavy 
industries has hit some cities hard, leading to 
unemployment and a rising crime rate.

THE LANDSCAPE 


Until about 10,000 years ago, much of this region was 
covered by great ice sheets that extended south to Illinois 
and Ohio. When the ice melted the Great Lakes were left 
in large hollows that the ice had scoured. The ice sheets 
changed the course of many rivers, so today most rivers 
flow south into the Misissippi/Missouri River system. 


Lakes and marshes (83) 
Wisconsin is scattered with thousands 
of smaller lakes and many marshy 
areas. Like the Great Lakes, they were 
formed by erosion by the retreating 
ice at the end of the last Ice Age. 


Underground water 
In northern Illinois much of the water is 
pumped from underground reservoirs. In 
some places, the water table has dropped 
by 700 ft over the last century, so many 
areas now face a water shortage.

Drawn 
by tales of the beautiful scenery, pleasant climate, 
and fertile valleys, more people arrived on the newly 
built railroads. People from all over the world are still 
moving into this region, seeking jobs in the dynamic 
economy and the famous laid-back lifestyle. 


INDUSTRY 


The Pacific States are the center of the high- 
tech computer industry with Silicon Valley 
between San Francisco and San Jose, and 
electronics industries growing in Portland 
and Seattle. Other major industries include 
research and development for the defense 
industry, filmmaking in Los Angeles, food 
processing and lumbering. Tourism is well 
developed throughout the Pacific States. 


ENVIRONMENTAL ISSUES 


Some of the great national parks of the US, 
including Yosemite and Sequoia, are found 
here. The immense numbers of visitors put 
great pressure on the landscape. Water is 
in short supply in large parts of California, 
and desertification, caused by overintense 
farming methods, is a problem.

THE LANDSCAPE 


Southern South America’s landscape varies from tropical forest 
and dry desert in the north to subantarctic conditions in the 
south. The towering Andes divide Chile from Argentina. East of 
the Andes lie forests and rolling grasslands. To the west is a thin 
coastal strip. The wet, windswept, freezing southern tip of the 
continent has volcanoes alongside glaciers and fjords.

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THE ENCROACHING DESERT

The risk of desertification is acute in many coastal 
areas. North Africa is very dry, and there are severe droughts periodically. Many of the

Scotland covers 32% of 

the United Kingdom's land 
area but has only 9% of the 
population, making it the least 
crowded part of the country. In 
fact, Scotland has one of the 
lowest population densities in 
western Europe, with only 170 
people per sq mile, compared 
with a figure of 980 people for 
England. Almost two-fifths of 
Scotland's five million people 
live in the four main cities: 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, 
and Aberdeen.

NORTHERN ENGLAND & WALES 


The Industrial Revolution of the 18th and 19th centuries 


began in northern England, exploiting rich local resources to 


begin a new era of mass production. Today, these industries 
have declined, but despite a number of difficult years, 
northern England is becoming more prosperous again. 
Similarly, south Wales was once a major coal-mining and 
heavy industrial area but this has largely been replaced by 
new service industries. The magnificent scenery throughout 
this region attracts many tourists and outdoor enthusiasts. 


———_——— 
Traditional industries such as iron and steel, coal- 
mining and textiles have been in decline for 
many years. More recently, the type of industries 
have changed to light engineering and hi- 

tech industries, producing microchips and 
computers, together with service industries | 
such as insurance and retailing, printing _ 
and publishing. Tourism is important; 
large numbers of people visit the area's 
stunning national parks each year.

THE LANDSCAPE — 


The Pennines form the backbone of northern 
England. Likewise, the Cambrian Mountains, 
including the spectacular landscape of Snowdonia, 
run the length of central Wales. To the east, the 
Aire and Ouse rivers have cut a broad flood plain 
between the Pennines and the North York Moors, 
while in the far northwest, Cumbria's Lake District 
has many long, deep lakes, which were formed 
during the last Ice Age. 


Limestone pavements 

Bare "pavements" of weathered 
limestone are also known as karst 
scenery. They have a block like 
appearance, with deep cracks 
between the blocks that have 
been dissolved by rainwater. 


Spurn Head (F4) 
Spurn Head is a long 
sand bar (called a spit) 
at the mouth of the 
Humber estuary. It was 
formed by waves which 
deposited sand across 
the mouth of the bay. 
Constant erosion has 
often made Spurn Head 
almost inaccessible 
from the mainland. 


North York Moors (E3) 


Cambrian Mountains (B6)

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SOUTHERN ENGLAND 


The southern counties of England, and particularly 

Greater London, are the most densely populated part of 

the British Isles. There are more industries and more jobs 
here than anywhere else in the UK. In contrast, the counties 
of the far west and east are much less heavily populated and 
more rural, although towns in the eastern counties 

have been growing rapidly since the 1980s. Following the 
completion of the Channel Tunnel, the UK has had a 

direct rail link to Europe. 


London is one of the world’s top financial centers and is also a 
leading center for other service industries including insurance, the 
media, and publishing. Many car manufacturers are based in southern 
England, though the numbers of people employed have greatly 
decreased. Several cities, including Cambridge and Swindon, are 
centers for hi-tech industry. Thousands of tourists 
visit the historic and cultural centers 

in southern England every year. 
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The large and growing population of southern 
England has increased pressure for the development 
of “green belt” land, designed to protect the 
countryside surrounding large cities. Alternatives 
include infilling in urban areas, “brownfield” 
redevelopment, and building on floodplains.

Dartmoor (B5) 

Dartmoor is the visible part of a great dome of 
granite rock. It was formed when molten rock seeped 
into and cooled in the Earth's crust. Because granite 
is so hard it erodes very slowly, so outcrops of rock 
known as tors can be seen all over Dartmoor. 


Fertile soils and reliable rainfall mean that a wide 
range of crops can be grown in southern England. 
Large arable farms growing wheat and barley are 
found in the flat eastern counties, and a great 
variety of soft and orchard fruits and vegetables are 
grown in market gardens in the far southeast. Beef 
and dairy cattle and large flocks of sheep are grazed 
throughout the south. 
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THE LANDSCAPE 


The landscape of southern England is very varied. 
Cornwall in the far west has craggy hills, and a jagged 
coastline shaped by the Atlantic Ocean. The Cotswolds 
and the North and South Downs are gentle hills, while 
toward the east, the land becomes flatter. Near the east 
coast, low-lying areas are occasionally prone to flooding. 


The Broads (H2) 

The Broads in Norfolk are a series 

of wide waterways flowing across flat 
meadows. The channels were cut by peat 
cutters and are not “natural. They then 
flooded, forming shallow inland lakes. 


Chalk hills The rounded 
hills of the Chilterns (F 3) 
are made from chalk. 
Because chalk is a porous 
rock, water quickly seeps 
through it, so few rivers can 
be seen in chalk areas. 


Thames River (F3)

The north and west of France is made 

up of mainly flat, grassy plains or low hills. 
Wooded mountains line the country’s 
borders in the south and east, and much 

of central France is taken up by the Massif 
Central, an enormous plateau cut by deep 
river valleys and scattered with extinct 
volcanoes. Three major rivers, the Loire, 
Seine, and Garonne, drain the lowland basins. 


France is one of the world’s top manufacturing 
nations, with a variety of both traditional 
and high-tech industries. Cars, machinery, 
and electronic products are exported 
worldwide, along with luxury goods 
such as perfumes, fashions, and wines. 
Extensive use of nuclear power has 
allowed France to become the world's 
largest net exporter of electricity.

SPAIN AND PORTUGAL 


PORTUGAL, SPAIN 


Spain and Portugal occupy the Iberian Peninsula, which is cut 


off from the rest of Europe by the Pyrenees. Over the centuries, 
Iberia has been invaded and settled by many different peoples. 


The Moors, who arrived from North Africa in the 8th century, 
ruled much of Spain for almost 800 years, and their influence 
can still be seen in Spanish culture. Portugal has modernized 
its economy since joining the European Union, and both 
countries have changed their currencies to the euro. 


Madrid, Barcelona, and the 
northern ports are Spain's 
industrial centers. Here, iron ore 
from Spanish mines is used to 
make steel, and factories produce 
cars, machinery, and chemicals. 
Portugal exports textiles, 
clothing, and footwear, along with 
fish, such as sardines andtuna, 
caught off the Atlantic coast.

The only lowlands, apart 
from narrow strips along the Mediterranean coast, 
are the valleys of the Ebro, Tagus, Guadiana, and 
Guadalquivir Rivers. Portugal's coast is lined by 
wide plains. Inland, the Tagus River divides the 
country in two. To the north the land is hilly and 
wooded; to the south it is low-lying and drier. 


Ebro River (E2) 

The Ebro River carries vital irrigation 
water to Spain's northeastern plains 
before flowing into the Mediterranean Sea. 


Cordillera Cantabrica (C 1) 
These rugged, forested mountains rise 
on Spain's Atlantic coast. They form the 
northern edge of the Meseta. 


The Pyrenees (F2) 
These high mountains 
form a natural boundary 
with France.

Germany lies at the heart of Europe and is the 
biggest industrial power in the continent. In 1945, 
Germany was divided into two separate countries, 
East and West Germany, which were reunited in 
1990. To the south, the snow-capped peaks of the 
Alps, Europe’s highest mountains, tower over the 
Alpine states — Switzerland, Austria, Liechtenstein, 
and the former Yugoslavian state of Slovenia.

in the Aegean Sea are centers of a thriving 
tourist trade, while tourism on the Black 
Sea coast continues to grow.

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EUROPEAN RUSSIA 


European Russia is separated from the Asiatic part 
home to two-thirds of the country’s population. Russia 
New businesses were set up when communism ended, 


but many old state industries closed down, causing 
unemployment and further hardship for many people. 


Three-quarters of European Russia’s 
people live in towns and cities, most 
in a broad band stretching 
south from St. Petersburg 
to Moscow, and eastward 
to the Urals. The capital, 
Moscow, and St. Petersburg 
are very crowded cities. Living 
conditions there are cramped, 
with two families often 
sharing one apartment. The 
southeast is also heavily 
populated. Over 12 million 
people live in the cities 
and towns that line the 
banks of the Volga River.

THE LANDSCAPE 


European Russia lies on the North European Plain, 

a huge, rolling lowland with wide river basins. The 
northern half of the plain, which was once covered by 
glaciers, has many lakes and swamps. The Volga River 
drains much of the plain as it flows south to the Caspian 
Sea. The Caucasus and Ural Mountains form natural 
boundaries in the south and east. 


Northern European Russia (C3) 
Northern European Russia reaches into 
the Arctic Circle. It is a region of pine 
and birch forests, marshes, and tundra. 
There are also tens of thousands of lakes, 
including the biggest in Europe, Ladoga, 
which covers about 6,830 sq miles.

Asia is a continent of many contrasts: in its lands, its peoples, 
and its traditions. The break-up of the Soviet Union, which 
once stretched south from Russia to Iran, produced the 

new central Asian republics of Kazakhstan, 
Kyrgyzstan, Tajikistan, Turkmenistan, and 
Uzbekistan. The countries in southwest Asia 
are mainly Muslim, and include monarchies, 
republics and theocracies. India is the 
world’s largest democracy, while China 
is acommunist power regaining its 
economic influence in the world.

Over 20% of the 
world’s people live in China, 
but India is fast catching up.

Asian living standards differ greatly; the 
industrial wealth of Japan and the oil 
wealth of the Gulf states contrast sharply 
with some of the world’s poorest 
countries. Elsewhere, 
factors such as civil war, 
recurring droughts or 
flooding, and a scarcity 
of suitable farmland keep 
standards of living low.

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The discovery of oil in the 
Persian Gulf has generated 
enormous wealth, and produced 
rapid industrial and social 
change in countries such as 
Saudi Arabia, U.A.E., and Kuwait 
which control the oil supplies.

Most of Asia has a continental climate, apart from coastal 
areas. Without the moderating effects of the ocean, 
temperatures can soar during the day, and plummet at 
night; while rainfall is generally low — producing several 
large deserts. Temperatures as low as 
~—90°F have been recorded in the frozen 
wastes of Siberia, while the islands in 
Southeast Asia have tropical climates. 
Southern and eastern Asia are also 
affected by a seasonal wind called 

the monsoon. This originates in the 
Indian Ocean and brings heavy rainfall 
and high winds, often devastating small 
coastal and low-lying villages and towns.

Large expanses of Asia are uncultivated, because the soil 


is too poor, or the climate is too cold or dry for crops 
to grow.

Most people here are Muslims, 
although Israel is the world’s only Jewish state.

China is the world’s fourth-largest country and its 
most populous — over 1.3 billion people live there. 
Under its communist government, which came to 
power in 1949, China has become a major industrial 
nation, but most of its people still live and work on 
the land as they have for thousands of years.

THE LANDSCAPE ——— 


China’s landscape is divided into three areas. The vast 
Plateau of Tibet in the southwest is the highest and 
largest plateau on Earth. It contains both dry deserts 
and pockets of pasture surrounded by high mountains. 
Northwest China has dry highlands. The great plains of 
eastern China were formed from soils deposited by 
rivers like the Yellow River over thousands of years. Most 
of Mongolia is dry, grassland steppe and cold, arid desert.

—- external influences. The arrival of British settlers in the 1770s led to 
the building of the first major settlements, first in Australia, and 

later in New Zealand. Many of the islands were later colonized and 
became overseas territories of the UK, France, and the US. In the 

past 40 years, many of them have become independent nations. 
Economic ties with Europe are less strong today, since links with new 
Asian trading partners like Japan and South Korea are becoming more 
important. In Australia and New Zealand, the land rights of native 
peoples were long ignored, but are now starting to be recognized.

THE LANDSCAPE 


Most of Australia is dry, flat, and barren; all of the wetter, 
fertile land is found along its coastline. Huge sun-baked 
deserts, fringed by semiarid plains of scrub and grassland 
cover most of the west and center of the country. In the 
east, the land rises to the highlands of the Great Dividing 
Range, which run the whole length of the east coast. The 
tropical north coast has rainforests and mangrove swamps.

Two large, mountainous islands form New Zealand's 
main land areas. A large crack or fault — the Alpine 
Fault, in the west of South Island — is the boundary 
between two plates in the Earth's crust. Land on either 
side of the fault tends to move, causing earthquakes. 
Volcanoes, many of them still active, are also found on 
both islands. South Island has many high peaks, several 
more than 10,000 ft high.

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THE ARCTIC 


The ice-covered Arctic Ocean is encircled 
by the most northerly parts of Europe, 
North America, and Asia. Very few people 
live in the often-freezing conditions. 
Those who do, including the Sami of 
northern Scandinavia, the Siberian Yugyt 
and Nenet people, and the Canadian Inuit, 
were nomads who lived by hunting and 
herding.

TIME ZONES 


The Earth is a rotating sphere, and because of this the Sun only shines on half of 

its surface at any one time. This means that it is morning, evening, and night time in 
different parts of the world (see diagram below). Because of these differences, each 
country or part of a country uses a local time. A region of Earth’s surface which 
uses a single local time is called a time zone. There are 24 one-hour time zones 


around the world, arranged roughly in vertical longitudinal bands.

STANDARD TIME 


Standard time is the official local time in a particular country or part of a country. 
Although time zones are arranged roughly in longitudinal bands, in many places the 
borders of a zone do not fall exactly along a line of longitude, as can be seen on the 
map, but are determined by geographical factors or by borders between countries. 
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The clocks and 24-hour times given at the bottom of the map show time in each time zone when it is 
12.00 hours noon UTC 


Most countries have just one time zone, but some large countries (such as the US, 
Canada, and Russia) are split between several time zones, so standard time varies 
across those countries. For example, the US mainland crosses four time zones and 
so has four standard times, called the Eastern, Central, Mountain, and Pacific 
standard times. China is unusual in that just one standard time is used for the 
whole country, even though it extends across 60° of longitude from west to east. 


COORDINATED UNIVERSAL TIME (UTC) 


Coordinated Universal Time (UTC) is an international reference used to set the local 
time in each time zone. For example, Australian Western Standard Time (the local 
time in Western Australia) is set 8 hours ahead of UTC (it is UTC+8), so if it were 
12.00 noon UTC in London, UK, it would be 8.00pm in Perth, Western Australia. 

UTC has replaced Greenwich Mean Time (GMT) because UTC is based on an atomic 
clock, which is more accurate and convenient than GMT. Greenwich Mean Time was 
determined by the Sun’s position in the sky relative to the 0° line of longitude, also 
known as the Greenwich Meridian, which runs through Greenwich, UK. 


THE INTERNATIONAL DATELINE 


The International Dateline is an imaginary line from pole to pole that roughly 
corresponds to the 180° line of longitude. It is an arbitrary marker between calendar 
days. The dateline is needed because of the use of local times around the world 
rather than a single universal time. When moving from west to east across the 
dateline, travelers have to set their watches back one day. Those traveling in the 
opposite direction, from east to west, must add a day. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME 


Daylight saving is a summertime adjustment to the local time in a country or 
region, designed to increase the hours of daylight that occur during people’s 
normal waking hours. To follow the system, clocks are advanced by an hour 
on a pre-decided date in spring and reverted back in the fall. About half of the 
world’s nations use daylight saving.

Acid rain Rain, sleet, snow, 
or mist that has absorbed 
waste gases from fossil-fueled 
power stations and vehicle 
exhausts, becoming acidic 
and poisonous 


Alluvium Material deposited by 
a river, such as silt, sand, and mud. 


Archipelago A group, or chain, 
of islands 


Atoll A circular or horseshoe- 
aped coral reef enclosing a 
hallow area of water (lagoon).

Aquifer A body of rock that can 
absorb water. It may be a source 
water for wells or springs

Bar, coastal An offshore strip 
of sand or shingle, either above 
or below the water. 


Biodiversity The quantity of 
different animal or plant species 
in a given area 


Birthrate The number of live 
births per 1,000 individuals 
annually within a population 


Cash crop Agricultural produce 
grown for sale, often for foreign 
export, rather than to be 
consumed within the country 

or area in which it was grown 


Climate The long-term 
trends in weather conditions 
for an area 


Coniferous forest A type of 
forest containing trees or shrubs, 
like pines and firs, that have 
needles instead of leaves. They 
are found in temperate zones. 


Continental plates The huge 
interlocking plates that make 
up the Earth's surface. A plate 
boundary is an area where 

two plates meet, and is the 
point at which earthquakes 
occur most frequently. 


Conurbation A large urban 
area created by the merging 
of several towns. 


Coral reef An underwater 
barrier created by colonies 
of coral polyps. The polyps 
secrete a protective skeleton 
of calcium carbonate, and 
reefs develop as live polyps 
build on the skeletons 

of dead generations 


Core The layers of liquid rock 
and solid iron at the center 
of the Earth 


Crust The hard, thin outer 
shell of the Earth. The crust 
floats on the mantle, which 
is softer, but more dense 


Deciduous forest A type 
broadleaf forest found in 
temperate regions

Deforestation Cutting down 
trees or forest for timber or 
farmland. It can lead to soil 
erosion, flooding, and landslides 
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Delta A low-lying, fan-shaped 
area at a river mouth, formed 

by the deposition of successive 
layers of sediment. Slowing as it 
enters the sea, a river deposits 
sediment and may, as a result, 
split into many smaller channels 
called distributaries 


Deposition The laying down of 
material broken down by erosion 
or weathering and transported 
by the wind, water, or gravity. 


Desertification The spread 
of desert conditions into 

a region that was not previously 
a desert 


Drainage basin The land 
drained by a river and 
its tributaries 


Drought A long period of 
continuously low rainfall 


Earthquake A trembling or 
shaking of the ground caused 
by the sudden movement of 
rocks in the Earth’s crust — and 
sometimes deeper than the 
crust. Earthquakes occur most 
frequently along continental 
plate boundaries 


Economy The organization 

of a country’s finances, exports, 
imports, industry, agriculture, 
and services 


Ecosytem A community of 
species dependent on each 
other and on the habitat 

in which they live 


Equator The 0° line of latitude 
Equatorial climates are hot and 
there is plenty of rain 


Erosion The wearing down 
of the land surface by running 
water, waves, moving ice, 
wind, and weather. 


Estuary The mouth ofa river, 
where the saltwater from the sea 
meets the freshwater of the river. 


Fault A crack or fracture in 
the Earth along which there 
has been movement of the rock 
masses relative to one another. 


Fjord A coastal valley that was 
sculpted by glacial action 


Floodplain The broad, flat 
part of a river valley, next to the 
river itself, formed by sediment 
deposited during flooding 


Geyser A fountain of hot water 
or steam that erupts periodically 
as a result of underground 
streams coming into contact 
with hot rocks 


GDP Gross Domestic Product 
The total value of goods 

and services produced by a 
country, excluding income 
from foreign countries 


GIS Geographic Information 
System. A computerized system 
for the collection, storage, and 
retrieval of geographic data 


Glacier A huge mass of ice 
made up of compacted and 
frozen snow, that moves slowly, 
eroding and depositing rock 


Glaciation The molding 
of the land by a glacier 
or ice sheet 


GNI Gross National Income 
The total value of goods and 
services produced by a country. 


Groundwater Water that 

has seeped into the pores, 
cavities, and cracks of rocks 

or into soil and water held 

in an aquifer or permeable rock. 


Gully A deep, narrow chasm 
eroded in the landscape by 
a fast-flowing stream 


Heavy industry Industry 
that uses large amounts of 
energy and raw materials to 
produce heavy goods, such 
as machinery, ships, or 
locomotives 


Humidity The moisture 
content of the air. 


Hurricane A violent tropical 
storm, also known as a cyclone 
in the Indian Ocean and a 
typhoon in the Pacific Ocean 


Hydroelectric power Energy 
produced by harnessing the 

rapid movement of water down 
steep mountain slopes to drive 
turbines to generate electricity. 


Ice Age Periods of time in 
the past when much of the 
Earth's surface was covered by 
massive ice sheets. The most 
recent Ice Age began two 
million years ago and ended 
10,000 years ago 


Iceberg A floating mass of 
ice that has broken off from 
a glacier or ice sheet 


Ice sheet A massive area of 
ice, thousands of feet thick 


Irrigation The artificial supply 
of water to dry areas — mainly 
for agricultural use. Water is 
carried or pumped to the area 
through pipes or ditches 


Lagoon A shallow stretch 
of coastal saltwater behind 
a partial barrier such as a 
sandbank or coral reef. 


Latitude The distance north 
or south of the equator, 
measured in degrees, and 
shown on a globe as imaginary 
circles running around the Earth 
parallel to the equator. 


Lava The molten rock, magma, 
that erupts onto the Earth's 
surface through a volcano, or 
through a fault or crack in the 
Earth’s crust. Lava refers to the 
rock both in its liquid and its 
later, solidified form 


Load The material that is 
carried by a river or stream 


Longitude The distance, 
measured in degrees, east or 
west of the Prime Meridian 


Limestone A type of rock, 
formed by sediment, through 
which water can pass 


Magma Underground, molten 
rock, that is very hot and 
highly charged with gas 

It originates in the Earth’s 
lower crust or mantle. 


Mantle The layer of the 
Earth's interior between the 
crust and the core. It is about 
1,800 miles thick. 


Map projection A mathematical 
formula that is used to show 

the curved surface of the Earth 
ona flat map 


Market gardening The 
intensive growing of fruit 
and vegetables close to 
large local markets 


Meander A looplike bend 

in a river. As a river nears the 
sea, it tends to wind more and 
more. The bigger the river and 
the shallower its slope, the 
more likely it is that meanders 
will form 


Mediterranean climate 
A temperate climate of hot, 
dry summers and warm, 
damp winters 


Meltwater Water that has 
melted from glaciers or ice sheets 


Mestizo A person of mixed 
native American and 
European origin 


Mineral A chemical compound 
that occurs naturally in the Earth 


Monsoon Winds that change 
direction according to the 
seasons. They are most common 
in South and East Asia, where 
they blow from the southwest in 
summer, bringing heavy rainfall, 
and the northeast in winter. 


Moraine Sand and gravel that 
have been deposited by a glacier 
or ice sheet 


Nomads (nomadic) Wandering 
communities who move around 
in search of suitable pasture for 
their herds of animals 


Oasis A fertile area in a 
desert, usually watered by 
an underground aquifer. 


Pack ice Ice masses more than 
10 ft thick that form on 

the sea surface and are 

not attached to a landmass 


Pacific Rim The name given 
to the economically dynamic 
countries bordering the 
Pacific Ocean 


Peat Decomposed vegetation 
found in bogs. It can be dried 
and used as fuel 


Per capita A latin term 
meaning “for each person.” 


Plantation A large farm on 
which only one crop is usually 
grown, e.g, bananas or coffee 


Plain A flat, level region of 
land, often relatively low-lying 


Plateau A large area of high, 
flat land. When surrounded 
by steep slopes it is called 

a tableland 


Peninsula A thin strip of land 
surrounded on three of its sides 
by water. Large examples include 
Italy, Florida, and Korea 


Permafrost Permanently frozen 
ground, in which temperatures 
have remained below 32°F for 
more than two years. 


Precipitation The fall of 
moisture from the atmosphere 
onto the surface of the Earth, 
as dew, hail, rain, sleet, or snow. 


Prairie A Spanish-American 
term for grassy plains, with 
few or no trees 


Prime Meridian 0° longitude. 
Also known as the Greenwich 
Meridian because it runs through 
Greenwich in England 


Rain forest Dense forests in 
tropical zones with high rainfall, 
temperature, and humidity 


Rain shadow An area 
downwind from high terrain 
that has little or no rainfall 
because it has fallen upon 
the high relief. 


Remote-sensing A way of 
obtaining information about the 
environment by using unmanned 
equipment, such as a satellite, 
that relays the information to 

a point where it is collected 


Ria A flooded V-shaped river 
valley or estuary flooded by a 
rise in sea level or sinking land 


Rift valley A long, narrow 

depression in the Earth’s crust, 
formed by the sinking of rocks 
between two faults 


Savanna Open grassland, 
where an annual dry season 
prevents the growth of most 
trees. They lie between the 
tropical rain forest and hot 
desert regions 


Scale The relationship between 
distance on a map and on the 
Earth's surface 


Sediment Grains of rock 
transported and deposited 
by rivers, sea, ice, or wind 


Semiarid Areas between 
deserts and better-watered 
areas, where there is sufficient 
moisture to support a little 
more vegetation than in 

a true desert 


Service industry An industry 
that supplies services, such as 
banking, rather than producing 
manufactured goods. 


Shanty town An area in or 
around a city where people live 
in temporary shacks, usually 
without basic facilities such 

as running water. 


Silt Small particles, finer than 
sand, often carried by water and 
deposited on riverbanks, at river 
mouths, and harbors 


Soil A thin layer of rock 
particles mixed with the remains 
of dead organisms. Soil occurs 
naturally on the surface of the 
Earth and provides a medium 
for plants to grow. 


Soil erosion The wearing 
away of soil more quickly 

than it is replaced by natural 
processes. Overgrazing and 
the clearing of land for farming 
speeds up the process 


Sorghum A type of grass 
found in South America, similar 
to sugarcane. 


Spit A narrow bank of pebbles 
or sand extending out from the 
seashore. Spits are made out 
of material transported along 
the coast by currents, wind, 

and waves 


Staple crop The main food 
crop grown in a region, for 
example, rice in Southeast Asia. 


Steppe Large areas of dry 
grassland in the Northern 
Hemisphere — particularly 
found in southeast Europe 
and central Asia 


Subsistence farming 

A method of farming in which 
enough food is produced to 
feed farmers and their families 
but not providing any extra 

to generate an income 


Taiga A Russian name given 
to the belt of coniferous forest 
found in Russia, which borders 
tundra in the north and 

mixed forests and grasslands 
in the south 


Temperate The mild, 
variable climate found in areas 
between the tropics and cold 
polar regions 


Terrace Steps cut into steep 
slopes to create flat surfaces 
for cultivating crops 


Tropics An area between 

the equator and the Tropic of 
Cancer and Tropic of Capricorn 
that has heavy rainfall and high 
temperatures, and lacks any 
clear seasonal variation 


Tundra The land area 

ying in the very cold northern 
regions of Europe, Asia, and 
Canada, where winters are 
ong and cold and the ground 
beneath the surface is 
permanently frozen 


U-shaped valley A river valley 
that has been deepened and 
widened by a glacier. They are 
lat-bottomed and steep-sided, 
and usually much deeper 

than river valleys 


V-shaped valley A typical 
valley eroded by a river 
in its upper course 


Volcano An opening or 

vent in the Earth's crust where 
magma erupts. Volcanos are 
caused by the movement of 
the Earth’s plates. When the 
plates collide or spread apart, 
magma is forced to the surface, 
at or near the place where 

the plates meet 


Watershed The dividing line 
between one drainage basin 
and another.
